HOW CAN A MAN BE 

JUSTIFIED BEFORE GOD? 

This message was delivered by Nye J. Lang- 
made over the Kansas State Network of 
the Mutual Broadcasting System, 

March 16, 1941. 

This is an age-old question. This 
question is universal. It is a question 
that disturbs and baffles the whole 
race. There is only one book in all 
the wide world that even attempts to 
answer this question. Man is univer- 
sally conscious of sin. He is also 
conscious that there must be some 
way that God can forgive sin. Soc- 
rates, the wisest of Greek philoso- 
phers after Plato, said: “Oh Plato, 

Plato, God can forgive sin, but 1 
cannot tell thee how." The answer 
is not in man himself. We must 
turn to God for the answer and God 
has given the answer through His 
precious Word. 

In the first place let us define what 
God means by the word “justifica- 
tion. It means to be cleared of all 
guilt; cleansed from all sin; declared 
absolutely innocent and righteous be- 
fore God. Because God is Holy, He 
cannot excuse sin. Sin must be judged 
and punished. God has to find a 
way by which He, the Just One, can 
become the Justifier of the unjust 
one. God must find one who is ab- 
solutely just to die as a substitute for 
the unjust. 

1 Pet. 3 : 1 8. “For Christ also hath 
once suffered for sins, the just for the 
unjust, that he might bring us to 
God, being put to death in the flesh, 
but quickened by the Spirit/' 

Rom. 3:26. “To declare, I say, at 
this time his righteousness: that he 
might be just, and the justifier of him 
which believeth in Jesus." 

Job 25:4. “How then can man be 
justified with God? or how can he 
he clean that is born of a woman?" 
THE NEGATIVE 
Justification — [ot By Law" 
Gal. 2:16. “Knowing that a man 
is not justified by the works of the 
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law, but the faith of Jesus Christ, 
even we have believed in Jesus 
Christ, that we might be justified by 
the faith of Christ, and not by the 
works of the law: for by the works 
of the law shall no flesh be justified." 

Gal. 3:11. “But that no man is 
justified by the law in the sight of 
God, it is evident: for, The just shall 
live by faith." 

Gal. 5:4. “Christ is become of no 
effect upon you, whosoever of you are 
justified by the law; ye are fallen 
from grace."

I. Justification by God — “Author” 

Rom. 8:33. “Who shall lay any- 
thing to the charge of God's elect? 
It is God that justifieth."

Acts 13:38, 39. “Be it known unto 
you, therefore, men and brethren, 
that through this man is preached 
unto you the forgiveness of sins: 
And by him all that believe are jus- 
tified from all things, from which ye 
could not be justified bv the law of 
Moses." 

Isa. 45:25. “In the Lord shall all 
the seed of Israel be justified, and 
shall glory." 

I Pet. 3:18. “For Christ also hath 
once suffered for sins, the just for 
the unjust."

God. 

The closing message was based on 
I Cor. 3 :9, "Ye are God's husbam 
dry." We, as God's tilled garden, 


first had to be bought with a price, 
the precious blood of Christ (Brother 
Langmade brought out) ; then cleared, 
plowed, harrowed, and made ready 
for planting through trials and af' 
flictions; but the Husbandman is 
faithful, "who will not suffer you to 
be tempted above that ye are able."
